Of principal interest at this 
stage o f the co nstructio n is the 
anno uncement that side entrnces 
to the west stands will be pro ­ 
v ided which will elimintate the 
necessity o f lo ng walks fro m the 
parked cars o f spectato rs. 
A meeting is in the o ffing at 
which time plans fo r the sale o f 
reserv ed tickets and o ther pro b­ 
lems will be fo rmulated.

Mail Delivery Now 
Hamlin Certainty 


Last minute details relative to 
the commencement of city mail 
delivery in Hamlin were ironed 
out in session between Postmaster 
Perry Spark s and Inspector Powell 
of the postoffice department. 
Principal portion of Friday , June 
23, was devoted to this work by 
the men here. 
Boundaries arrived at through 
this conference will include that 
area north to the Katy Depot 
and south to the Victoria Courts 
to be divided into two routes for 
carriers. Limits to the w*est will 
be defined by the ball park and 
three streets east of Central Ave­ 
nue will be served in the southern 
zone. 
Two streets east of Cen­ 
tral Avenue will have carrier de­ 
livery in the north section. 
Possible conflict in addressing 
of mail to box holders led to the 
decision that mail wrould be handl­ 
ed in accordance to the manner 
in which it was addressed. 
No mail delivery service will be 
rendered on Sunday s or holiday s. 
Start of the city mail delivery 
will automatically suspend what 
is k nown as the drop-letter rate 
o n local postage. First class mail 
will hereafter be handled for a 
three-cent rate only . 
Postmaster Spark s informed a 
Herald representative that flex ­ 
ible practices will be followed at 
the outset of service to Hamlin. 
Where a resident is well k nown 
to the carrier or clerical force of 
the postoffice, mail will be deliv­ 
ered to a k nown address whether 
thus addressed or not. Particular 
emphasis was placed on the neces­ 
sity of proper numbering of the 
houses of Hamlin. A plat of the 
city and a supply of house num­ 
bers has been furnished to Mrs. 
E. M. Wilson at the Chamber of 
Commerce and the numbers may 
be obtained there. 
Of particular significance to the 
patrons of the Hamlin post office 
is the insistence of Inspector Pow­ 
ell that certain rules of the post 
office department 
be 
complied 
with. 
Economy 
practices 
that 
have been instituted by the de­ 
partment prohibit the overtime 
work of employ ees ex cept in cases 
of prime necessity . For this par­ 
ticular reason, the practice of par­ 
cel handout to patrons after clos­ 
ing hours has been prohibited. No 
service of this sort will be permit­ 
ted with the ex ception of perish­ 
able commodities such as serums 
and items needing refrigeration. 
Baby chick s will come under the 
perishable classification. 
The inspector also ruled that 
visitors to the post office work ing 
department must be denied en­ 
trance. 
He called attention to 
the demerit sy stem that governs 
the granting of this privilege.

Diabetes Assumes Place of Importance 
As Public Health Problem, Officer Says 


Death rates from diab etes is 
three times as high in diab etics 
whose condition was not discover­ 
ed until after complications de­ 
veloped than for patients whose 
illness was recognized and b rought 
under tratment b efore advanced 
sy mptoms appeared 
Based on recently completed na­ 
tional studies, this was revealed 
Thursday b y State Health Officer 
George W. Cox. 
“Diab etes has not alway s b een 
a pub lic health 
prob lem,” 
the 
health officer declared. 
“It b e­ 
came one when we found that the 
death rate is much greater when 
the condition is discovered late. 
“Pub lic education 
makes 
for 
lower diab etes death rates, and 
pub lic education in such matters 
is a health department job .” 
Dr. Cox told this story ab out 
diab etes: 
It used to b e that many diab etic 
patients sought treatment only af­ 
ter having developed serious com­ 
plications. 
A considerab le num­ 
b er of all diab etics examined at 
autopsy showed active pub monary 
tub erculosis. 
The discovery of insulin gave 
phy sicians a specific treatment 
for prolonging patients’ lives, even 
b efore it was entirely clear what 
the disease was and what its ef­ 


fects were. 
Thus, event after 
event took 
place 
with 
insulin 
therapy , eventually leading to the 
realization that early discovery 
means longer life. 
“Diab etes mellitus”—called su­ 
gar diab etes b y some people—is a 
condition in which the b ody can­ 
not properly process the sugar it 
needs. 
The 
result 
is 
chronic 
thirst, 
hunger 
and 
weakness. 
Eventually , without insulin, the 
patient will literally 
starve 
to 
death. 
Insulin 
injections 
will 
correct the faulty b ody processes. 
‘‘In 1919, there were 739 dia­ 
b etes deaths in Tex as,” Dr. Cox 
said. 
“By comparison, that same 
y ear there were only 189 polio 
deaths. 
“It’s the family phy sician who 
is in the b est position to discover 
diab etes or a pre-diab etic condi­ 
tion. 
That’s just one more point 
in favor of regular medical check­ 
ups,” the doctor concluded.
